The hearing of the case against 
the sevén Chinese detectives who 
are charged in connexion with an 
alleged scheme’ to extort money 
from hawkers indifferent parts of 
the, Colony was continued before 
Mr. R. E. Lindsell yesterday after- 
noon. ‘ . " . 


The seven constables were Li 
Lum, Pa Sing, Wu | Ching-nam, 
Tse Nam, Tsang Kam, Kong Hung 
and Li Fook-tin. Mr. A. E. Halt 
represented the first, second and 
sixth defendants. Mr. L. D, Tur- 


ner-defended the third and fourth: 


‘men and Mr, E. Davidson repre- 


sented. the ‘fifth, The seventh 


defendant was unrepresented, 


A witnesa who had given evid- 
ence at a previous’ hearing pro- 
duced lists of names which he 


‘\ gnid were records kept of hawkers 


who had paid him eighty cents a 
week, He gaid that the entries 
were made by hiinself. 

Under cross-examination by Mr. 
Hall, witness said that he caused 
the names to be written by one 
of his fokis. Before making this 
statement he wis asked to write 
certain names which Mr. Hall fead 
from witness’ list, and . witness 
informed the Magistrate that -he 
was too “shaky” to write. He 
protested that he was unequal to

to sit down and steady himself, '
